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Walking can 
be dangerous 

Taking a walk can be dangerous since 
one out of every five fatal traffic accident 
victims in California is a pedestrian. 

The Greater Los Angles Chapter National 
Safety Council believes that increased 
awareness will reduce the number of 
pedestrian fatalities. So when you take to 
the street on your feet, keep in mind these 
six safety rules for pedestrians: 

• Obey traffic signals and use the 
push button to start the walk signal 
if an intersection has one. 
e Look all ways before crossing any 
street. Be super aware of what 
traffic is coming from every direction, 
e Move quickly once crossing. Once 
you begin crossing a street, keep 
moving and stay aiert every second, 
e Watch facing traffic if there is no 
sidewalk, walk on the left side of the 
road toward oncoming traffic, 
e Don’t trust crosswalks. A painted 
line will not stop a care at any speed. 
It’s up to you walk defensively. 

• Be bright at night. Wear some¬ 
thing white or brightiy colored so 
drivers can see you easily. 

Auto theft 
prevention tips 

Auto theft is big business these days, 
costing Americans an estimated $4 billion 
each. year. Increasingly, cars are stolen 
for resale outside the United States or 
to be dismantied or stripped of valu¬ 
able parts. 

It is difficult to protect your car from 
a determined professional thief, but here 
are some tips on how to make your car 
• a less likely target. 

; • Always lock your car and roll up all 
windows. One out of five cars stolen 
' had the owner’s keys in the ignition! 
e Lock all packages and items such as 
CB radios or tape decks in the trunk 
of your car. 

e Park in well-lighted areas whenever 
possible. 

e Garage your car off the street. When 
parking in a commercial lot, leave atten¬ 
dant only the ignition key (if required to 
leave key at all). Do not leave a key that 
has your key code number on it. If you 
' have a remote trunk lock, make sure your 
glove compartment is locked. 

• Do not leave your registration or license 
in your car. Carry them in your wallet. 

• Consider installing an anti-theft device 
in your car. Consult your insurance com¬ 
pany — some companies give premium 
discounts if you install particular types 
of devices. 

Anti-theft devices are an especiaily 
good idea if you own a luxury or sports 
car — these types of cars are far more 
likely to be stolen. Such devices aiso 
may be a good idea if you live in or 
frequently visit a high risk area such as 
a large city.

Continued high housing 
demand fueled by the 
state’s strong economy 
pushed California home 
sales up 13 percent in 
September, according to 
the California Associa¬ 
tion of REALTORS 
(C.A.R.) 

Statewide, 553,268 ex¬ 
isting single-family de¬ 
tached homes closed es¬ 
crow in September on a 
seasonally adjusted, 
annualized basis up 
from 498,478 homes 
sold in August. 

Despite the strong 
month-to-month sales 
increases, the September 
total was 9.3 percent 
lower than it was a year 
ago, when 575,721 
homes closed escrow 
during a surge in activity 
that was powered by a 
downward trend in 
interest rates and con¬ 


cern over tax reform. 
Nevertheless, resale 
housing activity for the 
first three quarters of 
1987 was up 11.3 percent 
over the same period of 
1986. 

“Although we expect 
sales to slow down some¬ 
what as we come out of 
the peak summer sales 
period, there arc still 
a lot of buyers out there 
looking for homes,” said 
San Jose REALTOR 
Jack Paulson, C.A.R. 
president. 

October sales, however, 
are expected to be lower 
than they were in Sep¬ 
tember because of 
renewed interest rate 
pressures on the market, 
according to C.A.R. Chief 
Economist Joel Singer. 

“Because the Septem¬ 
ber ligutes rellect sales 
initiated during the sum¬ 


mer, when mortgage 
rales were relatively 
flat, they arc not in¬ 
dicative of the effect 
more recent interest rale 
volatility and slock mar¬ 
ket instability will have 
on real estate sales,” 
said Singer. “That effect 
will become more clear 
as we move toward the 
end of 1987 and into 
1988.” 

After sharp monlh-lo- 
monlh increases last 
spring, the median price 
of existing California 
homes leveled off during 
the summer months, 
inching up only $6 from 
August to $143,882 in 
September. That price, 
however, was 8.4 percent 
higher that a year ago, 
when the median stood 
at $132,743 

in addition to normal 
seasonal lactirrs, the 



stabilization of the 
media price from 
August to September can 
be attributed to fewer 
sales of homes with 
four of more bedrooms 
and the fact that the 
median price of homes 
in that category was al¬ 
most 1 percent less than 
the previous month. 

The unsold inventory 
index, which measures 
the lime it would take 
lor all listed homes to 
sell at the current rate ol 
sales, rose to 5.7 months 
in September from 5.6 
months in August. How¬ 
ever, it was still below 
the 8.0 months recorded 
a year ago. 

“Listings of homes for 
sale arc still light, but 
the normal seasonal 
downturn in sales and 
the anticipated easing i>l 
demand thnnigh the 
late fall and early winter 
will flirt her moderate 
month-to-month prices 
increasing through year- 
end,” said Singer. 

Sales of existing 
condominiums rose 11.8 
percent in September on 


a non-seasonally adjust¬ 
ed basis and were 26.1 
percent higher that a 
year ago. However, the 
median price of 
condominiums sold fell 
1.7 percent to $123,559 
in September from the 
previous month’s 
$125,639 median price — 
4.0 percent higher than 
the $118,847 median 
condo price of one year 
ago.
